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Jesus and Lent 


By VesPpER OTTMER WarD 


Modern Reformers are prone to justify their policy by an appeal to the 
conscience of Jesus, but most of them ignore the fact that the ideal presented 
by Jesus is so dazzling that if Christianity is no more than the follcwing of 
‘Jesus’ Way’, black despair lies before us. Unregenerate Sinners cannot 
follow Jesus’ Way, and they know it. 

Herein lies the folly of all secular and Humanitarian Reform and of much 
of our modern religion. We can make a new start only as we receive the 
reality of Christ into our lives. We must slough off the first man who is of 
the earth, earthy, and receive the new man who is from Heaven. The Word 
must become flesh. 

Jesus is not merely an ethical teacher. He is a portrait in human terms 
of the essence of the invisible, transcendent God; but nevertheless ‘‘a God 
whose heart throbs with sympathy for human need, and whose supreme 
quality can only be adequately expressed as redemptive love”. Such redemp- 
tive love does not excuse us when we have merely obtained virtue. It requires 
that the Christian must mirror and carry forward the redemptive sympathy 
of Christ. Our Christianity can be fulfilled only by a living concrete relation 
to the living God, who is our contemporary and who is on the march. Chris- 
tianity contends that Jesus Christ belongs to the nature of things because He 
is the founder of a new cosmic order. 

The Early Church did not grow out of an attempt to copy the life of the 
historical Jesus. Rather it was the flowering of an insight, on the part of 
His followers, into the significance of His death and resurrection which were 
regarded as the door of a new spiritual realm. The Jesus of the road of 
Galilee was no longer regarded “‘after the flesh” but as a manifestation of the 
eternal cosmic Christ. To obtain insight into the fact that “God was in 
_ Christ reconciling the world unto Himself’ and to rest trustfully upon it, 
was to be redeemed from the lower world and raised to a new spiritual plane 
where life could be lived in close creative contact with God. This is the 
challenge of Lent in 1946.

When the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and the Presiding Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in this 
country join in selecting the same 
book as their Book for Lent, the fact 
is interesting. If the author is an 
American priest, educated at the Cam- 
bridge Theological School and at Ox- 
ford University, the fact is significant. 
And when he turns out to be a former 
student pastor at St. Mark’s Parish in 
Berkeley, the fact is news—at least so 
far as the Diocese of California is 
concerned. Dr. Lowry’s many friends 
will be happy in the signal honor that 
has been paid him, particularly in 
that he was originally requested to 
write the book by the late Archbishop 
Temple, who selected the subject be- 
cause of the impressive scholarship 
he had already shown in studying the 
doctrine of the Holy Trinity. 

Unfortunately the book is not easy 
reading, and will not be a “popular” 
selection. It presup an acquaint- 
ance with Plato and Aristotle, Philo 
and Irenaeus, Marx and Hegel, Freud 
and Einstein, that very few laymen 
are likely to possess. Moreover, it is 


not a sprightly book, written with the 


artful simplicity and humor of a C. S. 
Lewis or a Dorothy Sayers, though he 
has given us memorable quotations 


from both these writers. Further- 
more, the subject of this year’s Len- 
ten book is doctrine and devotion and 
their relationship to one another— 
subjects which are usually considered 
deadly for groups of Episcopalians, 
even if sometimes profitable for indi- 
viduals. And Dr. Lowry has brought 
into sharp focus some of those funda- 
mentals of Christian belief that are so 
often tucked away, like the Thirty- 
nine articles in the Prayer Book, at the 
back of our conscious thinking. _ 

It would be quite impossible to 
cover the author's argument in a 
view of this length, even if the re- 
viewer were capable of doing it jus- 
tice. Very briefly, he devotes the first 
two chapters to the relation of doc- 
trine and devotion to religion. Fol- 
lowing this he asks the question, ‘‘Is 
the Christian religion a trinitarian re- 
ligion?”’, to which the answer is an 
emphatic “Yes.” Christian thought 
today has either to base itself on the 
Athanasian position or to go back to 
the beginning and work out something 
like Arianism or simple adoptionism.” 
This leads him to a study of the 
idea of Divine Revelation in the Bible, 
and a conclusion that as Christians 
today ‘‘we set out from the Bible and 
are under the necessity of laboring to 
understand it just as much as Ath- 
anasius and Chrysostom and Augus- 
tine.”

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Charles J. Connick: An Appreciation 


By THE BisHop OF CALIFORNIA 


The machine age has brought us 
many creature comforts. It has re- 
lieved the world of some of its drudg- 
ety. It has secured for many, wider 
areas of leisure and diversion. But 
these blessings have not been achieved 
without penalty. In many depart- 
ments of creative effort we have lost 
a sense of the pride of the craft. It 
almost seems as though a premium 
had been placed on anonymity. _ 

It is, therefore, refreshing to recall 
the career and the life achievement of 
Charles J. Connick, a master crafts- 
man who brought to his work the 
skill of an artist and the sensitivity 
of a poet. Few men equalled him in 
his interpretation of color values. 
Few if any, excelled him in perfec- 
tion ef design. He understood the 
meaning of religious symbols because 
they were the pointermarks of a faith 
in an all-loving God which had some- 
_ thing of the eeriness and naivete of a 
child. 

His place among the master crafts- 
men of our time will doubtless be 
established by those who are qualified 
to be critics in the field in which he 
excelled. But we, who are only !2y- 
men in the study of the art of stained 
glass, feel that he has recaptured that 
which we have seen and felt in the 
overpowering beauty of Chartres and 
Saint Chappelle, the Holy of Holies 
Of stained glass. Even without the 
weathering of centuries, many of his 


windows sing their canticles to him 
whom Charles Connick, like St. Fran- 
cis, revered as Brother Sun. 
Unyielding in his firm adherence 
to the austere standards of his art, no 
one could be a more genial host or a 
gayer or more appreciative guest. He 
loved God and he loved humanity 
and these affirmations glow in the 
transplendent glory of his singing 


. windows. He could interpret in glass 


a poem of Robert Frost, using broken 
bits of material that, to the less in- 
spired, might have seemed quite use- 
less. His artistry was focused with 
the same sincere concentration upon a 
luminous peacock made from scraps 
of sandwich glass and sent to a friend 
as a token of his love, as he revealed 
in as stupendous an achievement as 
the Rose Window in the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine. 

We at the limits of the West often 
sit in reverent contemplation of the 
windows of the Chapel of Grace and 
those in the great transepts of Grace 
Cathedral and feel on our hearts the 
pressure of Charles Connick’s faith. 
He was a great artist because he was 
a great soul. Even a glimpse into his 
shop and into his home made one 
aware of the secret of his power. His 
loyalties and friendships began at the 
atomic center of his life and reached 
out in eccentric circles until they en- 
compassed all of God's children in a 
warm and brotherly embrace.

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Diocesan Convention Echoes 


Warning churchmen that we have 
only begun to fight in the struggle 
for a better world Bishop Block, ad- 
dressing the members of the 96th 
Convention of the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, said international peace is 
threatened because “‘the evil spirits 
of isolationism and synicism, which 
during the shooting war remained if 
abashed silence, have again become 
vocal and are the hope of 
world fellowship and imperiling the 
payment of a debt we owe to those 
who have given their lives that lib- 
erty and justice might not perish from 
our earth.” In the domestic field 
“some of the evils we hoped had been 
destroyed in the crucible of war, now 
reappear with aggravated malignity. 
As a nation we are morally at peace 
with gambling on a fantastic scale 
and the problem of drink is becom- 
ing ever more formidable. This is 
not the musing of a misanthrope. 
America needs a spiritual revival, else 
our churchly activities are irrele- 
vancies in the current scheme of 
things, and we will dip into a period 
of decadence resembling that which 
followed the first World War.” 

Two significant actions were taken 
by the convention. The report of the 
Diocesan Commission on Marriage 
and Divorce, under the chairmanship 
of The Very Reverend Henry H. 
Shires, D.D., was presented and ap- 
proved. The report of the commission 
indicated that the Church is at the 
crossroads regarding its attitude to- 


ward The confused 
situation is intolerable. Either the 
Church must say that no marriage of 
divorced persons will be tolerated or 
we must provide a practicable method 
of dealing with each case on its mer- 
its. Accordingly, the report recom- 
mends a Canon pfoviding that any 
person whose marriage contract has 
been civilly terminated by decree of 
annulment or by final decree of di- 
vorce for any cause may apply to The 
Bishop of his or her domicile for his 
judgment as to whether applicant is 
free to marry in the Church. Under 
this proposed Canon all such applica- 
tions shall be in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop through the minister 
of the Parish who shall certify to cer- 
tain facts and circumstances, patticu- 
larly those which would determine 
whether a former marriage failed to 
be the spiritual union taught by 
Christ, causing either the existence of 
certain im nts or the existence 
of abnormalities, defects, or deficien- 
cies of character sufficient to prevent 
the fulfillment of the marriage vows. 
Furthermore, whether in the former 
marriage there existed irremediable 
mental, moral, or spiritual deteriora- 
tion or incapacity, the causes or ex 
istences of which were latent before 
the previous contract and which were 
exposed by the marital relationship. 
On the basis of these facts and within 
the limits of a strict legal procedure, | 
The Bishop after taking advice there- 


on shall render judgment in writing 
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to the petitioner. After prolonged 
discussion it was resolved: 1. That 
_ the convention of the Diocese of Cal- 
ifornia adopts this report as repre- 
senting in substance the mind of the 
convention regarding the Canons of 
the Church which deal. with matters 
considered herein; 2. That copies of 
this report be furnished to members 
of the joint commission on holy ma- 
trimony of the General Convention, 
and to all of the Bishops of the 
Church. The resolution was adopted 
89 to 17. 


A second important action of the 
convention was a resolution adopted 
unanimously inviting the General 
Convention to meet in San Francisco 
in 1949, which marks the centennial 
of the Diocese of California. 


Throughout the convention there 
was a major emphasis upon the Mis- 
sionary Program of the Church and 
the crucial importance of the Recon- 
struction’and Advance Program. The 
Right Reverend Arthur B. Kinsolv- 
ing II, D.D., highlighted this em- 
phasis. He indicated that Reconstruc- 
tion and Advance must begin in the 
hearts of the clergy and the people of 
the Church. We must grapple with 
the powers of paganism in our own 
Parishes and communities. When we 
‘**have honestly faced this issue our 
mission to the uttermost parts of the 
earth will be effective.

The Rector of St. James’, Philadel- 
phia, was hurrying homeward. It was 
late. The sidewalk icy underfoot. 
Walnut Street was almost deserted. 

The warmth of his rectory would 
be comforting after this intense cold. 
His thoughts were with his family. 
All would have retired for the night. 
The house would be quiet and dark, 
but the hall-light would be lighted to 
welcome him home. 

Now he was walking past the 
church. He must remember to praise 
the Janitor in the morning. Here one 
could walk freely, and not be in dan- 
get of slipping. 

At last the rectory was in sight. 
The hall-light was indeed lit, but so 
was every other light in the house. 
No need to bother with a latch-key. 
He rang the bell. His wife and family 
greeted him as he entered, and with 
them three reporters, who had been 
waiting hours to interview him. The 
table in the library was littered with 
telegrams, and one in particular was 
handed to him as an explanation of 
this excited homecoming. It read: 
“YOU HAVE THIS DAY BEEN 
UNANIMOUSLY ELECTED AS- 
SISTANT BISHOP DIOCESE OF 
CALIFORNIA WITH FULL JU- 
RISDICTION. PRAYING YOUR 
FAVORABLE CONSIDERATION. 
(SIGNED) R. C. FOUTE, H. D. 
LATHROP, J. SAUNDERS REED. 
COMMITTEE.” 


Telegrams continued to come 
throughout the night. Sleep was al- 
most impossible. Before retiring 
William Ford Nichols wrote this in 
his diary: ‘Telegrams and letters be- 
gin to come and I enter the darkness 
of waiting to know my duty.” 

All this happened on the night of 
February 6th, 1890. That morning 
he had sent a telegram to the Diocese 
of California, declining the nomina- 
tion. Dr. Miel had wired to know if 
he would allow his name to stand. He 
had believed that the three hour's 
difference in time, would make sure 
that his refusal would reach the Con- 
vention Secretary, so that other nomi- 
nations might be made. Throughout 
the day he had gone about his parish 
duties with a light heart, secure in 
the belief that he had made the right 
decision. 

It was the high Sierras which gave 
California its second Bishop. While 
the telegram of refusal was being 
written, telegraph line-men were 
battling with the storm to keep the 
lines of communication open. Their 
efforts were unavailing. The Sierras 
won. The weight of the snow 
snapped the wires in many places. 
When the storm had passed, men 
struggled to find these breaks and re- 
pair them. It was on Sunday, Feb- 
ruaty 9th, that the telegrams was 
delivered. Three days had passed 
since the election, and the delegates 
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were back in their parishes. Later, 


Bishop Nichols was to remark: 
“Verily there seemed to be something 
not on the docket in my association 
with Episcopal elections.” 

On March 8th the Bishop-elect 
sent his acceptance of the election 
subject to the canonical confirmation. 
The people of St. James’ were kind 
and considerate. One member of the 
Vestry was afraid the Rector might go

At Sacramento a charteted car was 
attached to the train in which the 
Bishop was traveling. In this car were 
delegates of the Committee. As the 
train crossed the Carquinez Strait 
addresses of welcome were read, and 
the Bishop led the group in prayers 
for the clergy and congregations of 
the Diocese. 

Other members of the Committee 
met the party at the Ferry Building, 
and escorted them to their temporary 
home on Pacific Avenue. When they 
entered the house they found every- 
thing in readiness for their comfort. 
Servants had been engaged, and their 
salaries paid for a period of three 
months. Luncheon had been pre- 
pared, and a tactful Committee left 
them to resume the home-life in the 
new surroundings.

The people 
knew and loved him, and he appears 
to have been at home with them. 
Nothing seemed to have upset him, 
and he would turn a contertemps to 
his advantage. 

In one country church which was 
well filled for a Confirmation Serv- 
ice, all went well until after the hymn 
before the sermon. The Bishop was 
prepared with his address. As the 
congregation were taking their seats 
there was a chreaking sound as of 
something giving away, and in front 
of him he saw a whole pew of people 
descending to the floor.

After a long walk 
he stopped before a humble dwelling, 
and upon knocking, a sleepy and 
unclerical citizen appeared. The 
Bishop did not know the clergyman. 
He gave the morning greeting, and 
asked the man if he was the Rev. Mr 
Breck. ‘‘No,” he said, “my name is 
Brick and. I am not much of a 
preacher, I must say.” He did, how- 
_ evet, know where the parson lived 
and gave good directions. The Bishop 
eventually found Mr. Breck, and in 
after years testified that Breck was a 
“missionaty Brick.” 

In his early days as Bishop the

Under the heading ‘““What is the 
Doctrine of the Trinity?” he studies 
the answers that have been given in 
divers times and places, including 
those formularies so little known by 


‘Episcopalians—the Athanasian Creed 


and the Articles of Religion. He con- 
siders religion as epic naftative, as 
doctrine, and as philosophy, and finds 
that “We have to do at every poi 
with the love of the blessed Trinity— 
love in action, love manifested to us— 
but love first of being, love that eter- 
nally is, and love in which there is 4 
true participation and fellowship of 
three Divine Persons, the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Spirit.” 
The final sections dealing with 
“Devotion and the Trinity,” and with 
“Worship, Action and the Trinity,’ 
are the most understandable and prac- 


tical. For here he comes to the appli- 


cations of doctrine and philosophy to 
the individual’s life of prayer, wor- 
ship and work. It is devoutly to be 
hoped that the difficulties in the early 
chapters will not keep people from 
reading this book, and particularly 
from meditating long and earnestly 
on its later portions. If the whole 
Church, in England and America, 
gives Dr. Lowry’s book the study it 
deserves this Lent should be a fruit- 
ful one for the spiritual life.

Internee Pleads For 
War-Desolated Orient 


New York, N. Y.—George Lay- 
cock, who holds the record for length 
of internment by the Japanese, two 
yeats and seven months, is now in 
this country recovering from the ef- 
fects of imprisonment and starvation. 
He is a member of the Episcopal 
Church's mission staff with headquar- 
ters in Shanghai. He told of a “sad 
Shanghai” to which mission workers 
returned after the Japanese evacuated 
the city. “Although it had suffered 
no bombing, war had taken its toll,” 
Mr. Laycock said. “People were hun- 
gty and ill-clad, food was scarce and 
ptices exorbitant. Two fried eggs 
and a bit of ham cost $120,000, and 
a pair of shoes was cheap at a million 
dollars. Radiators had been stripped 
from every large building to bolster 
the frantic drive of the Japanese for 
more and more metal. Coal was $100 
a ton, U. S. money; wood and char- 
coal were scatce and expensive. 


“Hospitals in the city, never large 
enough to care for the sick and dy- 
ing, were for the most part vacant. 
Japanese army authorities had stripped 
them of equipment and supplies, and 
even where beds had been left, drugs 
and instruments were unobtainable. 
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In the Episcopal St. Elizabeth's Hos- 
pital, with its modern maternity 
watds, row upon row of beds stood 
ready for patients, but there was lit- 
tle bedding and the operating and 
delivery rooms wete empty. Nurses 
were hard to employ as many had fled 
to their homes in the interior. St. 
Luke’s Hospital, Hongkew, had been 
occupied by the Japanese army, the 
Korean army headquarters, and a Jap- 
anese yeast company. It was useless 
as a hospital until extensive remodel- 
ing and re-equipping could be done. © 

“St. John’s University, another 
Episcopal Church institution, was 
overcrowded with eager students, but 
textbooks, paper and laboratory equip- 
ment were almost unobtainable. The 
new chemistry building, pride of the 
University, had been occupied by the 
Japanese since 1937. Now it could be 
used again, as soon as its gaping 
windows could be replaced, its walls 
and floors cleaned and its classrooms 
equipped. 

“News from up river began to 
trickle into Shanghai. St. James’ Hos- 
pital Anking, had been stripped of 
everything, including much of the 
woodwork. The Japanese general in 
the area had sold the church bell and 
then cut down the belfry and sold it 
too.

The Paradox of Poverty 

With this Phrase Bishop Conkling 
of Chicago heads a paragraph of his 
page in ADVANCE, December, 1945 
_ “On several occasions in the past 
two or three years it has been my 
privilege to entertain leaders of the 
Mother Church in England. I have 
also had many opportunities to talk 
with other visitors engaged in non- 
religious activities. The chief im- 
pression which they all give is that of 
an entirely changed standard of val- 
ues. They have seen great destruc- 
tion of property, their own homes 
often have gone along with every- 
thing they owned. In the face of such 
experiences, they have come to value 
the real things—to have their loved 
ones safe, to possess life itself, thus 
to be able to live, to love and work. 
These are the greatest blessings and 
the material things are definitely sec- 
ondary. 

“This would explain something 
which at first might seem incredib!e 


~ 
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—that they are able in the face of 
greater personal and national poverty 
to give more away. For instance, the 
Churches of Britain, despite their 
own destruction and the poverty of 
their people, are endeavoring to raise 
as much for the Churches of Europe 
as our own American Church has as 
a goal for our own Reconstruction 
and Advance Fund. 


“Is the action on the part of the 
British Churches not a spiritual mir- 
acle? Having so much less, they do 
not hoard their mite but rather, with 
a reckless generosity, seek to share 
it with others. 

“And another example is seen in 
the fact that though they are under 
even more strict food rationing now 
than even during the war, they are 
striving to release large supplies for 
the feeding of Europe's starving mil- 
lions. 

“To all such visitors, we must seem 
richly affluent. Our cities are unde- 
stroyed; our homes safe; food ra- 
tioning has ended and our tables are 
richly provided. The Bishop of Der- 
by took home a menu card of one of 
our modest restaurants to show his 
family and friends who could not 
even imagine or dream of such rich 
bounty and variety. 

“Ours is a dreadful responsibility. 
In the midst of our prosperity we 
must strive against blindness and for- 
getfulness. We must seek to be in- 
formed of the true state of the peo- 
ples in great want. We must use our 
imaginations. We must share in ev- 


ery way possible. Thus when appeals

come frequently, whether it be to 
feed starving children and: adults, or 
to give clothing or to help rebuild 
Mission hospitals, schools and 
Churches, let us not complain and 
pull our purse strings tighter but 
rather let us respond again and again, 
generously. For ours is not only a 
great and precious privilege to share 
but ours is also a dreadful peril, lest 
amid our material blessings we lose 
the sense of true values and fail our 
brethren—and God!” 


Revised Translation of New 
Testament Off Press 

Under the auspices of the Interna- _ 
tional Council of Religious Education 
(Thomas Nelson & Sons, publishers) 
a revised standard version of the New 
Testament was offered to the public 
February 11th. Not since 1901 has 
there appeared a Biblical translation 
from the hands of an officially ap- 
pointed group of Protestant scholars. 
The present volume is the first part 
of the plan to revise the entire Amer- 
ican Standard version of the Bible. 
The Old Testament portion will ap- 
pear in 1950. A complete review of 
the Revised Standard Version of the 
New Testament by the Rev. Pierson 
Parker, ThD., of the Church Divin- 
ity School of the Pacific will appear 
in the next issue of The PACIFIC 
CHURCHMAN. Watch for it.

Canon Montizambert’s 
New Book is Out 

The Religious Book Club has desig- 
nated “Christianity in Crisis” by Eric 
Montizambert ($2.00) as one of its 
selections for February, 1946. The 
Club’s official bulletin has this to say: 

“The writer of this book is at- 
tempting to marshall the resources 
of the Christian to meet the absolute 
separation of religion from the fabric 
of men’s lives which he sees going on 
in the American scene—notably in 
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education. Believing that ‘Christian- 

ity, not economic expediency or some 
mystical human desire for freedom, 
is the integrating power in the demo- 
cratic scheme,’ he seeks to show how 
utterly adequate for the crisis of qur 
modern world is the religion of Jesus 
Christ. His contact with students, 
soldiers, laymen, and even ministers 
has convinced him that the prevail- 
ing ignorance of Christian history 
and doctrine is, in part, responsible 
for defeatism, surrender to expedi- 
ency, and despair of the future of de- 
mocracy. Even psychology, in which 
he finds much to praise, is often with- 
out anything to say about God. ‘Con- 

tent with its findings, (it) yawns at 
the claims of theologians and wearily 
turns back to watching the white rats 
in a maze.’ 

“His answer is that of the new 
orthodoxy, thoroughly imbued with 
the ecumenical spirit which he finds 
exemplified in such Christian asset- 
tions as Malvern and the Dulles Com- 
mission have given. 

“Eric Montizambert is Canon of 
Grace Cathedral in San Francisco. He 
is an eminent Anglican scholar and 
is the author of ‘Faith Triumphant’.”

Rector's 20th Anniversary 
Celebrated at Palo Alto 

All Saints’ Parish, Palo Alto, cele- 
brated the twentieth Anniversary on 
January 13, of the Rev. Oscar F. 
Green’s coming to be its rector. Eve- 
ning Prayer was held in the church at 
seven thirty. The opening part of 
the service was taken by Major Al- 
wyn Butcher, of the Presidio; the les- 
son was read by the Rev. Ronald 


_Merrix, of the National Council. Dr. 


D. Charles Gardner, retired chaplain. 
of Stanford University, and first rec- 
tor of the parish, and the Rev. Albert

The sermon was preached by Bishop 
Parsons, at whose suggestion Mfr. 
Green came to All Saints the second 
Sunday in January, 1926. The Bishop 
preached on “The Spirit of Truth,” 
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and felt that it had been the dominant 
note in Mr. Green’s ministry. He 
noted the steady growth in the 
strength of the parish; the number of 
communicants has risen from three 
hundred and fifty to seven hundred 
and fifty; the income has practically 
tripled; the parish gave to general 
work of the church in 1925, $1,000; 
it is giving this year, $4,000. The 
average attendance at the church 
school in 1925 was 74; in 1935, 134; 
in 1945, 216. 

Following the service, the vestry 
tendered Mr. Green a reception. It 
was a beautiful affair, and the parish 
house was scarcely able to hold the 
people who came. Standing in line 
with the rector were the senior war- 
den, Prof. Edwin A. Cottrell; the 
junior warden and his wife, Prof. and 
Mrs. James H. C. Smith, and Bishop 
Parsons. Presidents of women’s or- 
ganizations of the parish and the 
wives of the vestrymen acted as hos- 
tesses, along with four ladies who 


have been in the parish since it was | 


organized—Mrs. E. H. Molony, Mrs. 
_ J. F. Byxbee, Jr., Miss Alice M. Kel- 
ly, and Miss Alice Hays. Many local 
and out of town clergy were present. 
Bishop Block was prevented by a 
confirmation appointment from being 
present but sent a letter expressing 
his personal affection for Mr. Green 
and his appreciation of Mr. Green’s 
contribution to the larger affairs of 
the Diocese. The celebration was in 
charge of a committee composed of 
the wardens and Mrs. J. W. Mitchell 
and Miss Elizabeth Gamble.

Moapa, Nev.—Piute Indians at- 
tending St. Matthew's Mission on the 
Indian reservation here insisted upon 
making a second contribution to the 
Reconstruction and Advance Fund 
when Bishop William F. Lewis vis- 
ited them for Confirmation. So a 
fruit jar, with a slit top, containing 
a picture of the ruins of the Cathedral 
Church of St. Mary and St. John, 
Manila, was handed around among 
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the 75 Indians present, after the regu- 
lar collection for the bishop's dis- 
cretionary fund had been taken. Two 
sisters of the Holy Nativity had told 
the Indians previously of the needs 
and the purposes of the Reconstruc- 
tion and Advance Fund, and at vari- 
ous times they had dropped $7.21 in 
small coins in the fruit jar. Their 
extra offering at this service added 
$2.25. They had also contributed 
generously to his discretionary fund, 
Bishop Lewis said. 


A Thank Offering 


“I am sending this check for $1,000 
to the Reconstruction and Advance 
Fund of the Episcopal Church, to be 
used for the work of our Church in 
the Philippines,” writes a Church- 
woman, continuing, “I am giving it 
as a thank offering for the safe re- 
turn from World War II of my son. 
He was in the Army nearly four 
years, and served in the Leyte and 
Mindanao campaigns.”

Dean Grammer on Tour For 
Saint Margaret’s House 

The spring term of the University 
of California has begun. St. Mar- 
garet’s House is again full of stu- 
dents. In September, 1946, the Uni- 
versity will return to the pre-war 
calendar, giving up the accelerated 
program. 

Dean Grammer is away on a tour 
of the Province of the Pacific. She is 
speaking to two groups in particular. 
To groups of college students she is 
presenting the need for workers in 
the Church and the types of positions 
which are open to women. The voca- 
tions of the Advisor in Religious 
Education, the College Workers, the 
Missionaty, and the Teacher of Re- 


ligion are not widely known. Infor-. 


mation about other professions, how- 
ever, is readily available to college 
students. The National Church is 
now making an effort through its 
training centers and the aewly ap- 
pointed personnel officers to insure 
that Church vocations also be pre- 
sented to young men and young wo- 
men who are considering life work. 

It is also through the parishes that 


young women hear about Church vo- 
cations. The parish groups are vital 
to Church training centers. Through 
them information about the needs for 


workers is broadcast. They are also 


instrumental in the placing of grad- 
uates. And finally they contribute to 
the finances which enable the train- 
ing center to develop. Dean Gram- 
mer’s engagements include talks to 
local and regional groups. 

It is not possible in three weeks’ 
time to cover the large area of the 
continental part of the Province of 
the Pacific. The itinerary of Dean 
Grammer'’s trip includes hurtied visits 
to the Missionary Districts of Idaho, 
Eastern Oregon, San Joaquin and to 
the Dioceses of Oregon, Olympia, 
and Los Angeles. If time permits, she 
may also visit in other parts of the 
Province.

Book Notes 


By the Faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
Edited by RANDOLPH CRUMP MILLER 


SPIRITUAL LETTERS OF FENELON, 
translated by Mildred Whitney Still- 
man with a foreward by” Charles 
Francis Whiston (Idlewild Press, 
$1.50), brings us a small portion of 
these gems of pastoral advice in a 
new translation. Fenelon was a 
French archbishop of the 17th cen- 
tury. This volume includes 40 letters 
to the Countess of Gramont and eight 


letters to a soldier. They cover all 


kinds of personal, social, military, 
and religious problems—and always 
the writer is leading his reader to a 
closer relationship with God. They 
deal with specific situations, such as 
the Countess’ illness, or her pride, or 
her husband, or the rascality of a 
soldier's servants, or with the prayer 
life. As Professor Whiston writes, 
“They were written by one who was 
a Master in the spiritual life, one 
who knew God deeply and truly, who 
knew the spiritual needs of men ac- 
_ curately, and who knew well the ways 
of God’s workings upon the lives of 
men and women. The Letters require 
and deserve many, repeated readings, 
if their deep and rich meanings are 

to be grasped.” Suddenly the reader 
will discover that be is the Countess 
or the soldier, and that God is speak- 
. ing through Fenelon to him. 


ALCHEMY AS A WAY OF SALVA- 
TION, by Frederic Spiegelberg (James 
Ladd Delkin, $4.50), is a perfectly 
amazing account of the little known 
science of alchemy by a distinguished 
Stanford historian. “The alchemists 
are really concerned with the soul and 
its development, and not with ma- 
terial gold or quicksilver.” ‘The al- 
chemist feels heaven and underworld 
to be in himself; he makes his sub- 
stances and liquids rise and fall in 
his apparatus, simmer and cool, and 
simultaneously feels his own powers 
of soul make corresponding move- 
ments and condense into a new and 
higher state.” There is a brief te- 
counting of myths, of the mystery of 
transformation, of retrogression, of 
the cauldron-cooks, and of the de- 
struction of alchemy by Paracelsus 


and Jakob Boehme. The only true 


answer to alchemy is the mystic vi- 
sion. A word should be appended 
concerning the format of this beauti- 
fully printed book. The pictures and 
signs were taken from an old caba- 
listic text printed in Amsterdam in 
1701, the text is set in 12 point Jan- 
son type, and this edition is limited 
to 250 copies.
